In r«: NAZI PROPAGANDA activities 


the following Information pertaining to Nazi propaganda 
aotiYitias was submitted by U-23 and reported by H-30: 

The ■ rumor is presently circulating that there will soon be 
a. ear between Brazil and Argentina, and that in the event of war be- 
tween these two countries, the United States will not be able to aid 
Uruguay. This rumor appears to have originated in the Oarman Babassy 
h Buenos Aires. Already various Nazis in Buenos Airas have written to 
Germans in Uruguay advising of the laaCLnenoe of this war ; for letters 
were reoeived by three persons In Rinodn del Bonete, two esiployees in 
the Proclaimed hist firm Eugenio Barth k CoapaBla, Suoesores, and 
three employees in the Proolalmed list firm of Oompafila Ooneral do 
Obras Publloaa, S, a. 

In Montevideo a further rumor la being circulated to the 
effeot that the British Legation has of farad to remove finsterwald 
end Gohaioh, and Eugenio Berth k CoapaBla, Sueaaorea, from the blaok 
list if these two oompanlas will pay a contribution of 100,000 pesos 
aaoh. Both these fins also appear on the American hlaok list, this 
rumor la principally circulated among the employees of Gorman fins. 

Ju-23 further reported that the importation of Nasi propa- 
ganda is again being permitted in Paraguay. The propaganda originates 
in Argentina, further it appears, as M-23 reported, that the Nazis 
In Paragu ay ar e not now being molts ted. As an example ho cites the 
fsot that BKRBKRTvyUHRUAKN. who wsa previously a reporter o n the staff 
of the Deutsche ffaoht ." a Penan propaganda news paper, haa a position 
at the ureewit time a a a teacher In the Nazi sahool In As unolon, n 

further, M-23 stated, the lews in Paraguay are sanding their children 3 

to the Nazi aohool, in spite of the fsot that Hitlerlatlo and anti- 
Seaitio propaganda is promulgated in the sohool. However, it should 
he noted that this information concerning the freedom of movement of 

the Nazis in Paraguay, submitted by M-23, la apparently in part oontra-. . r
